McCretrr lepliet to BtocUNora. 

Former Governor and Ex-Senator 
McCreary was a visitor in Lexington 
Wednesday and gave out a statement 
in reply to the address of Hon. J. C 
S. Blackburn in Owenton. Mr. Me- 
Creary's statement ia aa follows: 

"It i« hardly neeeaaary for ne to re- 
spend to the statements reported in 
the newspapers as made by Senator 
IJIackhurn last Monday at Owenton. 
in regard tu my candidacy fcr Gover- 
nor. My record ia well known in Ken- 
tucky. 

"1 wu sot dedarad the nominee for 
United SUtea Senator wlien the pii- 
msry election waa h^ld, mote than 
four yeara ago, bat 1 OMuio apeeehea in 
Keotocky tor the State Demoeratie 
ticket, and did what I eonld to bring 
victory to the Democratic candidates 
for atate oflieea at the time of the last 
election. If I remember correctly 
Senator Blackburn was holding an 
office with a large salary at Panama, 
given to him by Preaident Roosevelt, 
and did' set paitieipau ia the cam- 
paign.
